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This budget will raise more revenue from property taxes than last year's 
budget by an amount of $414,070, which is a 9.90 percent increase from 
last year's budget. The property tax revenue to be raised from new 
property added to the tax roll this year is $97,175.

| am pleased to present you the Fiscal Year 2019-20 annual budget for the City of Robinson. The 
budget is a means of presenting overall plans for accomplishing municipal objectives during the 
upcoming year. The expenditure/expense levels that are ultimately approved will act as a control on 
overall spending for City programs, services and projects. The budget indicates the probable cost of the 
various programs, policies and projects to be carried forth by the City during FY 2019-20. 


The budget is presented after many hours of study, preparation and review by department heads and 
management. Our basic approach in preparing this budget was to maintain or improve current levels of 
service, address the growth the City is experiencing and prepare for future growth, while minimizing 
cost increases. The City continues to be on a solid financial foundation. 


The regional economy has had a positive impact on the City this past year. Growth and very hot housing 
market have driven up housing prices and in return increased taxable property value. We expect the 
economy to level out somewhat in the coming year, but to remain strong. 


Accomplishments 


The following is a list of some of the accomplishments over the past year. It is evident from this list that 
the City Council’s priorities can work as the framework for identifying targets for action and establishing 
plans for the future. 


e Reorganized and reallocated staff including separating Finance from Administration and the 
reclassification of a Court Clerk position to Administrative Assistant 

e Made changes in Finance and Billing to improve efficiency and overall customer service 

e Continued to upgrade review and inspection procedures to ensure new development is 
designed and built to City specifications 

e Hired a new Public Services Director 

e Retained a consultant to conduct a retail market analysis 

e Developed marketing materials for Economic Development efforts 

e Updated City website and created Economic Development website 

e Developed Abatement Policy and approved Tax Abatement for a new solar farm 

e Initiated process to create a Tax Increment Reinvestment Zone 
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e Submitted an updated Stormwater Management Plan to TCEQ 
e Completed construction of the 2017 street projects 

e Began construction of the 2018 street projects 

e Chip sealing of East Rocket Road 

e Wastewater pipe bursting of problem sewer line in Fain Estates 
e Completed design and began construction of the South Pond Force Main reroute 
e Upgraded the Hoffmeyer well site 

e Nearing completion of the million-gallon elevated tank 

e Submitted application for Safe Routes to Schools grant 

e Purchased a new engine for the Volunteer Fire Department 

e Purchased anew dump truck 


Overview 


The budget represents my recommendation and projections for the coming year with an effort to look 
to the future. From meetings with the Council and Staff | have developed the following objectives to be 
accomplished during FY 2019-20: 


e Continue to expand economic development efforts. 

e Maintain and where necessary, improve current levels of service to meet demands. 

e Improve responsiveness and overall customer service. 

e Continue implementation of the Capital Improvement Plan. 

e Enhance financial policies that guide future decision makers. 

e Provide the tools necessary for employees to safely do the job. 

e Develop a workplace that is attractive to future applicants and retains current employees. 

e Continue to address infrastructure issues to improve transportation, drainage, water and sewer 
issues around the City. 

e Maintain the City’s financial reserves to enhance overall financial stability. 

e Continue to implement the City’s long-term vision. 


Revenues for the FY 2019-20 budget are estimated by evaluating the current state of the economy, 
identifying trends in different revenue sources and using estimates from other government entities. 
Staff used recent trends created by the current economic conditions as well as past actual collections 
from the previous five years to create trends in the City’s various revenue sources to come up with 
reasonable revenue estimates. Property appraisals from the McLennan County Appraisal District were 
used to estimate this year’s property tax revenue and comprise the only estimates from other 
governments used to determine revenues. Revenues in the Water and Wastewater Fund were 
estimated after evaluating average number of active accounts, consumption averages and determining 
actual increases in the amount of accounts due to recent growth along with projections for the coming 
year. 


Highlights 


e Appraised ad valorem property values increased $65,616,287. 
e Anincrease is projected in sales taxes. 
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e =All current service levels are maintained or expanded. 

e Funding for salary adjustments to bring city salaries closer to the regional average are included. 
With revenue caps beginning in FY 2020-21, this may be the last opportunity to adjust salaries to 
be somewhat competitive in retaining and attracting employees. 

e Funding for a projected 6% health insurance increase has been included. 

e Elimination of the Traffic Operations Department. Costs have been transferred to the Street 
Department. 

e The Water and Sewer Funds have been merged into a new Utility Fund. Costs for 
administration, billing and maintenance have been either shared or borne by the Water Fund. 
Merging them allows more accurate cost controls. In addition, solid waste related costs have 
been moved from the General Fund to the new Utility Fund. Since the solid waste costs are fully 
funded by user fees and billed with utilities, it only makes sense to account for them in a 
proprietary fund. Historical costs dating back to FY 2014-15 have been included in the new 
Utility Fund for comparison purposes. 

e Anincrease of the ad valorem property tax rate from $0.4845 to $0.4945 which will result in an 
increase of $414,070 in property tax revenue which includes $97,175 in revenue from new 
construction. 

e Street maintenance funding has been increased from $130,000 to $285,000. This represents a 
215% increase over the FY 2018-19 funding and a 407% increase over the average amount spent 
from FY 2014-15 through 2016-17. 

e Funding to staff a City booth at the 2020 ICSC Red River Conference in Fort Worth is included. 

e No increase in water and sewer rates. 

e Outsourcing of Utility Bill processing at a projected savings of $3,819. 

e $50,000 has been included in the Utility Fund budget for a new rate study. 

e Anincrease in Waco Water charges. 

e Anincrease in WMARSS treatment payments. 

e Capital purchases include a new backhoe and pickup for Utility Maintenance. Purchases also 
include the construction of material containment and protection structure. 

e An additional $500,000 in funding to replace problematic waterlines and clay pipe sewer lines 
that are not part of the CIP is included in the Utility Maintenance budget. 

e Funding for the annual payments for the Police Departments new radio system. 

e Lease payments for vehicles purchased in FY 2018-19 are included. 

e Continuation of the Capital Projects that began in FY 2018-19 are included. 

e Funding for a water storage tank refurbishment, along with water line replacements is also 
included. 


Property Values and Tax Rates 


Certified taxable value for this year is $929,544,676 which is an increase of $65,616,287 (7.5%) from last 
year’s total of $863,928,389. This increase includes $19,951,080 in new construction. 


A combined tax rate of $0.4945 per $100 is proposed for FY 2019-20, with $0.380274 allocated to the 
General Fund for operations and maintenance (O&M) and $0.114226 allocated to debt service. The 
proposed rate is 0.1 cent above the current rate of $0.4845 and is equal to the rate for FY 2017-18. The 
$0.114226 rate allocated to debt service will generate $1,067,789. The $0.380274 rate allocated to 
operations and maintenance will generate $3,534,817. The proposed rate is 3.59 cents above the 
effective rate of $0.458643 and is 0.75 cents below the roll back rate of $0.501968. 
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General Fund 
Revenues 


The proposed General Fund budget provides for estimated revenues of $6,177,037 during FY 2019-20. 
This reflects an increase of $656,731 (11.1%) above the FY 2018-19 budget. Transfers in the amount of 
$442455 bring total available revenues for operations to $6,619,492. 


General Fund revenue from current ad valorem taxes is projected to be $3,534,817 in FY 2019-20 based 
on a net taxable value of $929,544,676 as provided by the McLennan County Appraisal District. 
Property values increased $65,616,287 over 2018 values. 


Sales tax revenue is estimated at $1,540,000 in FY 2019-20, which is an increase of $11,525 over the 
2018-19 estimated total. This increase is based on recent trends in sales tax collections. 


Franchise fees are projected at $594,612 which is based on an average of collections over previous years 
combined with the projected amount from the solid waste franchise fees which have not been 


transferred to Franchise Fees in prior years. 


Court fees are anticipated to be $215,636 in FY 2019-20 with $105,966 of that expected to be remitted 
to the State of Texas. 


Within the General Fund, ad valorem taxes, sales taxes, franchise fees, licenses & permits and court fees 
account for 97.7% of the total revenue. 


Transfers from the Water and Sewer funds to cover administrative costs total $442,455. 


Expenditures 


The General Fund expenditure budget for FY 2019-20 is $6,602,141. The proposed amount reflects an 
increase of $270,091 (4.3%) from the FY 2018-19 approved budget. 


The budget provides for salary adjustments to all General Fund positions except City Manager. 
Increases range from 3% to 17% and will bring all city positions close to the average for similar positions 
in the region. Without the adjustment, we will continue to lose experienced employees to other cities 
and fail to attract qualified individuals. In addition, a projected 6% increase for health insurance is 
included. 


Street maintenance funding was increased to $285,000 from $130,000 in the original FY 2018-19 
budget. 


No significant capital purchases are included for FY 2019-20. 


The ending fund balance is expected to 3,131,566. This amount exceeds the City’s desired goal to 
maintain at least 120 days reserve. 
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Debt Service Fund 


Total debt service for outstanding obligations is $1,073,039 which is an increase over the FY 2018-19 
total $963,300. The increase is due to the issuance of Tax Notes in 2018 for the purchase of a new 
engine for the Volunteer Fire Department. Along with Agent Fees, the total debt service cost is 
$1,075,789. To finance this debt obligation, the budget provides for estimated ad valorem taxes of 
$1,067,789, delinquent tax revenue, penalties & interest of $6000 and interest income of $2000. A fund 
balance of $122,764 is projected for the end of FY 2019-20. The I&S portion of the tax rate is proposed 
at $0.114226. 


Water and Wastewater Rates 


The City of Robinson adopted a 5-year water and wastewater rate plan in 2013 which was revised in 
2014 and 2015. The plan was adopted to fund approximately $25 million in needed system 
improvements. 


The plan required that each year the City adopt the scheduled rate effective October 1° of each year to 
fund the debt issued for the system improvements. The rate increases for water and wastewater 
consisted of the following:

Rates have not been increased since FY 2016-17 and will not be increased this year. Consequently, 
water rates are 18-20% lower than projected in 2015. Sewer rates are 9-10% lower than projected in 
2015. Smaller projects will be funded from current revenues and fund balances and any additional debt 
issuances next year can be funded from existing revenues. 


Utility Fund 
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The Water and Sewer Funds have been merged into a new combined Utility Fund. The funds were 
sharing many administration and maintenance costs with the Water Fund covering the billing expenses. 
In addition, collections and distribution maintenance personnel have been merged into one department 
where all staff are cross trained. Combining the funds is the next logical step. 


Since the Utility Fund is a proprietary fund where services are funded by fees to the users of the 
services, the solid waste contract revenues and expenses have been transferred from the General Fund 
to the Utility Fund. The solid waste services are fully funded by user fees and are most appropriately 
accounted for in a proprietary fund. 


Histories since FY 2014-15 have been provided to allow for accurate comparisons. 
Revenues 


Total Utility Fund revenues of $8,409,464 have been projected for FY 2019-20. This reflects an increase 
of $106,476 above the FY 2018-19 total of $8,302,988. 


Expenses 


Total expenses for the Utility Fund are projected at $7,805,491 which is $273,161 more than the FY 
2018-19 budgeted amount of $7,532,330. The increase is due to solid waste service price increases, 
salary adjustments and increased capital expenses. 


Total operating expenses for FY 2019-20, excluding debt service, have been proposed at $5,375,584 
which is an increase of $264,579 over the FY 2018-19 budget. The increases are due to the addition of 
the funding for salary adjustments and cost increases. Capital expenses include purchase of a new 
backhoe, pickup and containment/weather protection for materials. Capital expenses also includes 
$500,000 for replacement of water and sewer mains. 


The budget does include a transfer of $442,455 to the General Fund to cover the Utility Fund’s share of 
administrative costs. 


Special Purpose Funds 


Special Purpose Funds are used to account for resources associated with a specific purpose and include 
the Hotel/Motel Fund, the Court Technology Fund, Municipal Court Building Security Fund and the 
Juvenile Case Manager Fund. 


The Hotel/Motel Tax Fund projected revenues are $21,900. Expenditures are $8,000 for promotion of 
the Robinson Festival. The projected ending fund balance is $144,097. Revenue projections are up due 
to payment of past due taxes. 


Court Technology Fund revenue is projected at $5,315. Expenditures are projected at $6,200 which 


includes court related software maintenance fees and the technology supplies. The ending balance is 
projected at $12,899. 
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Revenues in the Municipal Court Building Security Fund are estimated for the year at $4,045. 
Expenditures are projected at $3,000 to security related supplies. The ending balance is projected to be 
$12,422. 


The Juvenile Case Manager Fund revenue is estimated at $5,750. Expenditures are projected to be 
$5,614 to cover case manager salary and FICA. The ending balance is estimated at $67,414. 


Capital Projects 


Capital Projects consists of street and drainage projects. Currently $3,305,621 is available for street 
projects. Proposed street and drainage projects total $3,283,099. 


Utility capital projects consist of those projects outlined in the Water and Sewer CIPs and water/sewer 
line replacements on streets scheduled to be reconstructed or reclaimed. Currently there is 
$13,117,272 available for water projects. Projects include the S. Old Robinson Road waterline upgrade, 
replacement of waterlines related to street projects and replacement of problem water lines. 


Sewer Fund capital projects are those projects outlined in the Wastewater CIP. There is currently 
$2,595,042 available for wastewater projects. Projects include the completion of the South Pond Force 
Main Reroute, sewer line projects related to street projects and replacement of additional problem 
sewer mains. 


Summary 


All indications are that the regional economy will continue to remain healthy. Growth will continue at a 
moderate rate. Growth will continue to bring benefits and challenges. We will need to continue 
addressing infrastructure issues, but also increase economic development efforts, to ensure growth 
continues and is a positive for the City of Robinson. In doing so, we will remain focused on the ever 
changing economic and political environments around us to respond to challenges in a timely manner. 


Next fiscal year will bring the implementation of new state mandated revenue caps that will create new 
challenges. Especially as we try to identify and implement the unfunded mandates that came with the 
most recent legislative session.

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Financial Po licies 


INTRODUCTION 


The City of Robinson, Texas financial policies set forth the basic framework for the fiscal 
management of the City. These policies are developed within the parameters established by 
applicable provisions of the Texas Government Code and the City of Robinson Charter. The 
policies are intended to assist the City Council and City staff in evaluating current activities and 
proposals for future programs. In addition, the policies serve as a tool to help the City create a 
balanced budget, which the City defines as a budget in which estimated income, plus funds 
available from prior years, equals proposed expenditures. These policies are to be reviewed on 
an annual basis and modified to accommodate changing circumstances or conditions. 


ANNUAL BUDGET 


1. The fiscal year of the City of Robinson shall begin on the first day of October and shall 
end the last day of September of each calendar year. Such fiscal year shall also 
constitute the budget and accounting year for the City. 


2. The City Manager, at least sixty days prior to the beginning of each fiscal year, shall 
submit to the City Secretary a proposed budget which shall contain the following: 


a. A budget message explaining in both fiscal terms and in terms of the work 
programs submitted which shall outline the proposed financial policies of the 
City for the ensuing fiscal year, describe the important features of the budget, 
indicate any major changes from the current year financial policies, 
expenditures and revenues, with reasons for such changes. It shall also 
summarize the City’s debt position and include any other material the City 
Manager deems desirable. 

b. A complete financial plan of all city funds and activities for the ensuing fiscal 
year. 

c. Aclear summary of its contents. 

d. Detail the following: 

1) estimated income, 

2) proposed property tax levy, 

3) proposed expenditures including debt service, and 

4) shall be arranged to show comparative figures for actual and estimated 
income and expenditures of the current year and actual income and 
expenditures of the preceding year. 
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3. Atleast one public hearing shall be conducted before the Council, allowing interested 
citizens to express their opinions concerning any item or the amount of any item 
therein contained. 


4. Following the public hearing, the City Council may adopt the budget with or without 
amendment, except that it cannot be adopted during the meeting in which the public 
hearing was held. No amendment to the budget shall increase the authorized 
expenditures to an amount greater than the total of estimated income plus funds 
available from prior year. 


5. The budget shall be finally adopted, on one reading, by the fifteenth (15'") day of 
September, or as soon thereafter as practical. Adoption of the budget shall require 
an affirmative vote of at least a majority of the of all members of the council. 
Adoption of the budget shall constitute appropriations of the amounts specified 
therein as expenditures from the funds indicated. Should the Council take no final 
action on or prior to the twenty-seventh (27) day of September, the budget as 
submitted by the City Manager shall be deemed to have been adopted by the Council. 


6. Upon final adoption, the budget shall be in effect for the budget year. A copy of the 
budget as adopted shall be filed with the City Secretary and the County clerk of 
McLennan County. The City Secretary shall reproduce sufficient copies for the use of 
all offices, departments and agencies. 


7. From the effective date of the budget, the amount stated in the budget as the amount 
to be raised by property tax shall be the amount of the property tax levy for the 
corresponding tax year. 


BASIS OF ACCOUNTING AND BUDGETING 


1. The City finances shall be accounted for in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principles as established by the Governmental Accounting Standard Board. 


a. The accounts of the City are organized and operated on the basis of funds and 
account groups. Fund accounting segregates funds according to their intended 
purpose and is used to aid management in demonstrating compliance with 
finance-related legal and contractual provisions. The minimum number of funds 
maintained is consistent with legal and management requirements. Account 
groups are a reporting device to account for certain assets and liabilities of the 
government funds not recorded directly in those funds. Governmental funds are 
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used to account for the government’s general government activities and include 
the General, Special Revenue, Debt Service, and Capital Project funds. 


b. Governmental fund types use the flow of current financial resources 
measurement focus and the modified accrual basis of accounting. Under the 
modified accrual basis of accounting revenues are recognized when susceptible to 
accrual (i.e., when they are “measurable and available”). “Measurable” means 
the amount of the transaction can be determined and “available” means 
collectible within the current period or soon enough thereafter to pay liabilities of 
the current period. Substantially all revenues are considered to be susceptible to 
accrual. Ad Valorem, sales, franchise, and other tax revenue recorded in the 
General Fund and Ad Valorem tax revenues recorded in the Debt Service Fund are 
recognized under the susceptible to accrual concept. Licenses and permits, 
charges for services, fines and forfeitures, and miscellaneous revenues (except 
earnings on investments) are recorded as revenue when received in cash, because 
they are generally not measurable until actually received. Investment earnings 
are recorded as earned since they are measurable and available. Expenditures are 
recognized when the related fund liability is incurred, if measurable, except for 
principal and interest on general long-term debt, which are recorded when due, 
and compensated absences, which are recorded when payable from currently 
available financial resources. 


c. The City utilizes encumbrance accounting for its governmental fund types, under 
which purchase orders, contracts and other commitments for the expenditures of 
monies are recorded in order to reserve that portion of the applicable 
appropriation. 


d. The City’s Proprietary Fund types are accounted for on a flow of economic 
resources measurement focus and use the accrual basis of accounting. Under this 
method, revenues are recorded when earned and expenses are recorded at the 
time liabilities are incurred. 


2. The City’s annual budget shall be prepared and adopted on a basis consistent with the 
modified accrual and accrual basis for all governmental and proprietary funds except the 
capital projects funds, which adopt project-length budgets. Also, depreciation of fixed 
assets is not recognized in proprietary fund budgets. All annual appropriations lapse at 
fiscal year-end. 
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BUDGET ADMINISTRATION

All expenses of the City shall be made in accordance with the adopted annual budget. 
The department level is the legal level of control enacted by the City’s Charter. Budgetary 
control is maintained at the individual expenditure level by the review of all requisitions 
of estimated purchase amounts prior to the release of purchase orders to vendors. 


The following represents the City’s budget amendment policy delineating responsibility 
and authority for the amendment process. At any time during the fiscal year the City 
Council may by resolution transfer part or all of the unencumbered appropriation balance 
from one department or major organizational unit to the appropriation for other 
departments or major organization units. The Manager may transfer part or all of the 
unencumbered appropriation balances among programs within a department or 
organizational unit and shall report such transfers to the council in writing in a timely 
manner. Budget amendments calling for new fund appropriations must also be approved 
by the City Council. 


FINANCIAL REPORTING

Following the conclusion of the fiscal year, the City’s Director of Finance shall cause to be 
prepared, through the City’s Auditor, an Annual Financial Report in accordance with the 
generally accepted accounting and financial reporting principles established by the 
Governmental Accounting Standard Board. 


The Annual Financial Report shall show the status of the City’s finances on the basis of 
generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). The Annual Financial Report shall show 
fund revenues and expenditures on both a GAAP basis and budget basis for the 
comparison purposes. 


The Director of Finance shall issue a report to the City Council reflecting the results of 
operations for each completed and closed month. The report shall be issued in a timely 
manner. 


REVENUES 


1. 


To protect the City’s financial integrity, the City will maintain a diversified and stable 
revenue system to shelter it from fluctuations in any one revenue source. Recognizing 
that sales tax is a volatile, unpredictable source of revenue, the City will attempt to 
balance its dependence on sales tax revenue with other revenue sources. 
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For every annual budget the City shall levy two property tax rates: 
maintenance/operations (M&O) and debt service (I&S). The debt service levy shall be 
sufficient for meeting all principal and interest payments associated with the City’s 
outstanding tax supported debt for that budget year. The debt service levy and related 
debt service expenditure shall be accounted for in the Debt Service Fund. The 
maintenance and operation levy shall be accounted for in the General Fund. The 
maintenance and operation levy shall not exceed the eight percent (8%) rollback rate as 
defined by the State of Texas Property Tax Code. 


The City will maintain a policy of levying the lowest tax rate on the broadest tax base. 
Minimal exceptions will be provided to homeowners, senior citizens, and disabled 
veterans. 


The City will establish user charges and fees at a level that attempts to recover the full 
cost of providing the services. 
a. User fees, particularly utility rates, should identify the relative costs of serving 
different classes of customers. 
b. Where possible, utility rates should be designed to reduce peak (hour and day) 
demands on the utility systems. 
c. The City will make every reasonable effort to ensure accurate measurement of 
variable impacting taxes and fees (e.g. verification of business sales tax payments, 
verification of appraisal district property values, and accuracy of water meters). 


The City will attempt to maximize the application of its financial resources by obtaining 
supplementary funding through agreements with other public and private agencies for 
the provision of public services or the construction of capital improvements. 


The City will consider market rates and charges levied by other public and private 
organizations for similar services in establishing tax rates, fees and charges. 


When developing the annual budget, the City Manager shall project revenues from every 
source based on actual collections from the preceding year and estimated collection of 
the current fiscal year, while taking into account known circumstances which will impact 
revenues for the new fiscal year. The revenue projections for each fund should be made 
conservatively so that total actual fund revenues exceeded budgeted projections.

OPERATING EXPENDITURES 


1. Operating expenditures shall be accounted, reported, and budgeted for in the following 
major categories: 


a. Operating, Recurring Expenditures 
i. Personnel Services 


ii. Supplies 

iii. Maintenance 

iv. Other Services and Charges 
V. Capital Replacement / Lease 


b. Operating, Non-Recurring Expenditures 
i. Capital Equipment 


2. The annual budget shall appropriate sufficient funds for operating, recurring expenditures 
necessary to maintain established quality and scope of services. 


3. The City will constantly examine the methods for providing public services in order to 
reduce operating recurring expenditures and enhance quality and scope of public 
services. 


4. Personnel service expenditures will reflect the minimum staffing needed to provide 
established quality and scope of city services. To attract and retain employees necessary 
for providing high-quality services, the City shall maintain a compensation and benefit 
package competitive with the public, and when quantifiable, private service industries. 


5. Supplies expenditures shall be sufficient for ensuring the optimal productivity of City 
employees. 


6. Maintenance expenditures shall be sufficient for addressing the deterioration of the 
City’s capital assets to ensure the optimal productivity of the capital assets. Maintenance 
should be conducted to ensure a relatively stable level of maintenance expenditures for 
every budget year. 


7. The City will utilize contracted labor for the provision of city services whenever private 
contractors can perform the established level of services at a lower cost to the City. The 
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City will regularly evaluate its agreements with private contractors to ensure the 
established levels of services are performed at the lowest cost to the City. 


Capital equipment is defined as equipment that exceeds $5,000 and has a useful life of 
more than one year. Existing capital equipment shall be replaced when needed to ensure 
the optimal productivity of City employees. 


Expenditures for additional capital equipment shall be made only to enhance employee 
productivity, improve quality of services, or expand scope of services. 


FUND BALANCE 


1. 


The annual budget shall be presented to the City Council with each fund reflecting an 
adequate fund balance. As the financial situation allows, the goal for fund balance level 
will be at least 120 days of that fund’s annual operating expenditures. The City has, by 
resolution, established a minimum ninety (90) day fund balance requirement for the 
General Fund. 


Fund balance that exceeds the minimum level established for each fund may, with council 
approval be appropriated for non-recurring capital costs or programs. 


The City will exercise diligence in avoiding the appropriation of fund balance for recurring 
operating expenditures. In the event fund balance is appropriated for recurring operating 
expenditures to meet the needs of the community, the budget document shall include an 
explanation of the circumstances requiring the appropriation of and the methods to be 
used to arrest the future use of fund balance for operating expenditures. 


FUND TRANSFERS 


1. 


Pa 


With the exceptions noted below, there will be no operating transfers between funds. 


Annual transfers will be made from the Utility Funds to the General fund to offset the 
total cost related to the administration of their funds. The total combined amount of the 
transfers will not exceed 45% of the combined Mayor & Council, Administration & Finance 
department costs within the General Fund, excluding any costs that are specific to the 
General Fund. 
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3. Fund transfers may occur when surplus fund balances are used to support non-recurring 
capital expenses or when needed to satisfy debt service obligations. 


DEBT EXPENDITURES 


1. The City will issue debt only to fund capital projects that cannot be supported by current 
annual revenues. 


2. Long term debt will not be used to purchase equipment or finance projects that have a 
service life considerably shorter than the term of the debt. If debt is required to make 
such purchases, then shorter term funding options consistent with the service life of the 
equipment or project will be used. 


3. To minimize interest payments on issued debt, the City will maintain, whenever possible, 
a rapid debt retirement policy by issuing debt maturities not exceeding twenty (20) years. 
Retirement of debt principal will be structured to ensure constant annual debt payments. 


4. The City will attempt to maintain base bond ratings (prior to issuance) of A1 (Moody’s 
Investor Services) and A+ (Standard & Poor’s, Fitch Ratings) on its general obligation debt. 


CAPITAL PROJECT EXPENDITURES 


1. The City will develop a multi-year plan for capital projects, which identifies all projects 
likely to be constructed within a five-year horizon. The multi-year plan will reflect for 
each project the likely source of funding and attempt to quantify the project’s impact to 
future operating expenditures. 


2. Capital projects will be constructed to: 


a. Protect or improve the community’s quality of life. 
b. Protect and enhance the community’s economic vitality. 
c. Support and service new development. 


UTILITY CAPITAL EXPENSES 


1. The City will design utility rates sufficient to fund the day-to-day operations of the utility 
system and to maintain compliance with bond covenants associated with debt issued 
for utility capital projects. Whenever possible, the City will attempt to fund capital 
projects from unallocated Utility Fund reserves.

The General Fund is used to account for resources traditionally associated with governments which are not 
legally or by sound financial management required to be accounted for in another fund. The General Fund 
provides for the daily operations of the city.

The fund is accounted for on a modified accrual basis of accounting. Revenues are recorded when 
available and measurable. Expenditures are recorded when the liability is incurred.

Its purpose is to account for operations that are 
financed and operated in a manner similar to a private business enterprise — where the intent of the City 
Council is that the cost of providing services to the general public on a continuing basis be financed or 
recovered primarily through user charges. 


The Utility Fund is used to account for user fees charged to residential and commercial units for water, 
wastewater and solid waste service provided by the City of Robinson. All activities necessary to provide 
such services are accounted for in this fund, including, but not limited to, administration, billing, operations, 


maintenance and debt service. 


Accounting records for the Utility Fund are maintained on the accrual basis.

Hotel/Motel Tax 


The Hotel/Motel Tax Fund was established by City Ordinance in 1997 under the authority of Chapter 351 of the Texas 
Tax Code. Revenues are collected from a seven percent tax levied upon the cost of occupancy of any room or space 
furnished by a hotel where the cost of occupancy is at the rate of $2.00 or 7% per day. This tax is in addition to other 
occupancy taxes imposed by other government agencies. The purpose of the tax is to benefit tourism and the hotel 


industry within the City. 


The fund is accounted for on a modified accrual basis of accounting. Revenues are recorded when available and 
measurable. Expenditures are recorded when the liability is incurred.
